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Where Do The Candidates Stand On Gun Control? 


MONTREAL / September 29, 1993 — We at Concordia University know all too 
well what tragedy can be caused by legally obtained handguns. On August 24th, 
1992, four Concordia Professors were killed by Valery Fabrikant. The 
handguns he used were obtained through legal means. 


It's time to say NO to handguns. The University has been calling on Canadians 
to urge their leaders to take a stand. A petition calling on the Parliament of 
Canada to enact laws prohibiting the possession of handguns has gathered 
- more than 160,000 signatures to date, including over 150 organizations 
across Canada (a detailed list can be forwarded). 


Tomorrow at 10:00 a.m., on Parliament Hill in Ottawa, the Coalition for Gun 
Control will release the results of a public opinion poll on a range of tougher 
gun control issues. 


We are asking journalists covering the federal election campaign to ask the 
candidates where they stand. We are also asking that the question of gun 
control be included in the upcoming televised debates. 


Canadians need to know - where do the candidates stand on gun control?
